PUBLIC expenditure in¬ 
creases announced in Chan¬ 
cellor Nigel Lawson's autumn 
statement have received n 
broad welcome in the con¬ 
struction industry — but not 
without some reservations. 

Most comment a tors wel¬ 
comed Lawson's suitenieni that 
cupunl expenditure on housing 
is to he increased by 14 per cent, 
up £451 million to i'J.fifi billion 
in 1987-88. 

“The extra £451 million for 
housing investment is a positive 
sjcp forward." said (he RIBA. 
‘‘The institute recognises that 
the Government has taken most 
or i he weight of evidence that we 
have pul forward to show that 
additional resources are needed 
to arrest the downward spiral of 
disrepair in public sector 
housing.” 

But the RIBA was not so 
happy with the Chancellor's 
long term plans for housing 
expenditure: "The Chancellor 
in fact plans to reduce spending 
for housing investment in the 
two years following 1987-88. 
This docs not inspire confidence 
that the Government has fully 
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understood the scale of the 
problem." 

Another dissenting voice was 
the Institute of Housing. It 
condemned the autumn state¬ 
ment as "a conjuring trick".

Their scheme, a symmetri¬ 
cal arrangement with a central 
shaft rising to 284m overall 
with two 100m flanking 
blocks, contains office space, 
trading floors, a hotel, restau¬ 
rants, relaliandparklngandfs 
due on site by mld-1987 with 
completion expected In 1993. 

Canary Wharf Tower 
follows the overall massing of 
Skidmore Owings & Merrill's 
master plan for the develop¬ 
ment, standing over the rail¬ 
way and to the north of (he 
station. 

Stylistically the scheme is a 


sort of Gothic hi-tech; as well 
as being “an outgrowth of 
programmatic exigencies", 
its form responds to the 
“clustered spires of the Hou¬ 
ses of Parliament", Thames 
bridges, derricks and rigging. 

It is intriguing to note that 
the light railway station, in 
design development, has aged 
by about a century, from a 
glazed geometric form to a 
neo-classical pavilion, part 
Otto Wagner, part McKim 
Mead & White.

New rules 
will slash 
US offices 


DRACONIAN planning res- 
irictionsi on office development 
in San Francisco have finally 
been voted in by opponents of 
high-rise development in lhe 
city. 

After six failed attempts to 
introduce legislation to restrict 
office schemes. Snn Franciscans 
have voted in "Proposition M" 
which will slash yearly office 
development allocations by half 
from 85,500sq m lo 42.750sq m 
for the next 10 years. 

Mayor Dianne Feinstein is 
trying to get a conn block on the 
proposition, and if this fails, ns 
seems likely, Sim Francisco will 
have the most rigid planning 
restrictions in its history. 

New office development in 
San Francisco has been con¬ 
trolled since 1985 by the 
"Downtown Plan" which is 
applicable until October 1988. 
This limited newoffice space to a 
three-year limit of 236,Q00sq m. 

Proposition M will modify 
this plan, and the city’s “Master 
Plan” adding priority policies 
relating lo neighbourhood bus¬ 
inesses. affordable housing, 
commuter traffic, blue-collar 
jobs, historic preservation and 
open space. 

Two major schemes are al¬ 
ready believed to be in jeopardy 
because of Proposition M and 
many schemes waiting for final 
approval may remain on the 
shelf. 

San Francisco’s office vac¬ 
ancy rate now varies front 16per 
cent to as high as 21 per cent 
depending on location and 
source of data. 

However, many investors witlt 
existing holdings are rubbing 
their hands in anticipation of 
large rent rises because of the 
restrictions on supply. 

Bui some commentators think 
Proposition M will only make an 
impact several years hence when 
the San Francisco market begins 
to expand. 


Government speeds 
up land changes 


THE Government is to speed up 
procedures to inckle what it calls 
the “scandnl" of under-used land 
owned by local authorities and 
nationalised industries. 

Speaking at a Royal Town 
Planning Institute meeting in 
Oxford, housing minister John 
Patten told planners that pro¬ 
posed Legislation would force 
owners to provide information 
about derelict land. 

I would also streamline the 
procedures for forcing owners 
to sell such land. 

"Land owned by public 
bodies that lies unused and 
neglected is, and ought to be 
regarded as a scandal", he said. 

According to Pat ten, since the 
registers ofsuch land were set up 
in 1981, over 40,000 of the 
150,000 acres registered have 
been removed, largely because 
they have been brought back 
into use, or have been sold. 
Some 24,000 acres has been sold 


he said. 

But this still leaves 60.000 
acres of underused and derelict 
land in the control of local 
authorities, while a further 
25,000 acres is owned by nation¬ 
alised industries and statutory 
undertakers. 

Existing statutory powers 
under the Local Government, 
Planning and Land Act I980are 
being used by the Government 
to force local authorities to 
tackle 140 sites.

"If the RIBA pulls out, the 
Royal Institution of Chartered 
Surveyors will jump in.” 

He discussed insurance pre¬ 
miums, which arc steadily rising 
for architects. He admitted that 
some premiums were “difficult" 
but that with more insurance 
companies — including RIBA’s 
own -—coming onto the market, 
premiums could go down. 

On the Latent Defects Bill, 
regarded as a disaster for the 
profession, he quoted Lord 
Hacking as saying: "RIBA was 
one of the few organisations that 
made the right noises at the right 

Andrews startled the nud- 
tence in his final summing up 
speech when, during a discus¬ 
sion on whether or not RIBA 
Council had approved inviting 
up to 25,000 non-architect 
afTrliatc members to the insti¬ 
tute, he banged his fist on the 
table and exclaimed loudly "this 
man (Hackney) is a charlatan". 

He claimed the figure of 
25,000 had never been approved. 

Hackney, who opposed the 
idea or having such n large 
number of non-architects reg¬ 
istered at the RIBA, said the 
figures had appeared in the 
president’s half-term report 
which was unanimously accept¬ 
ed by council.

In March 1983. I was asked lo 
review ihe condition of an estate 
whose tenants were said to be in a 
Hate of uproarious dissatisfaction, 
and to draft a departmental report 
proposing what could quickly be 
done about it. There were 125 Hats 
built in the early years of the century 
in three five-storey walk-up blocks 
separated by gloomy narrow 
canyons. The flats were tiny, about 
25so m, consisting of a living-room 
off tne access gallery, a bedroom off 
the living-room and a minute walk¬ 
through sink-kitchen onlo a small 
rear balcony which accommodated 
awe and coal-hole. 

Since the transfer of this estate to 
the city some years before, it had 
undergone eight major and 20 
minor partial repair and improve¬ 
ment contracts, with ihe tenants in 
occupation. Back balconies had 
been closed in. producing internal 
toilets, showerspaces for those 
tenants who wanted them, and 
internal kitchens; gas and electricity 
supplies had been renewed; supports 
to the access balconies had been 
replaced; and a few of the flats had 
undergone lateral conversion lo 
produce bigger flats with two 
bedrooms. 

In those pre-community partici- 
pnjwidays. all these contracts 
had been imposed upon the tenants 
without much consultation or 
Programme information. They told 
me that they would wake up on a 
Monday morning to find Ihe gas cut 
°‘l«ihe access balcony being cut 
away, without prior warning. This 
state of affairs, sometimes wtlh two 
Or three contractors on sile, had 
* 0ne 0n f°r eight years, and the 
tenants were absolutely fed-up with

tenants, and to abide by ihe result. A 

3 uestionnairc to each tenant pra¬ 
nced a solid majority for the stay- 
pul/community-architect option, 
and I was set to find and brief one of 
this new species. (Mistake No 2: All I 
knew of community work at that 
time came from reading Nick Wales' 
pieces and a magazine article on 
community technical aid. I was too 
ignorant to know how fully 1 ought 
to have clarified with councillors, 
management officers and the 
spokesman for the Lenants’ associa¬ 
tion, their own vagueand conflicting 
expectations, roles and powers. I 
missed the opportunity to make 
sure that Ihe team who worked with 
the community architects would be 
co-operative, communicative, un¬ 
derstand contract procedures, 
would not seek to vary pre-tender 
decisions, and would compromise 
where there was no help for it.) 

There seemed to be only eight or 
nine practices with experience of 
community architecture in our 
region nl that time. I got their names 
from the RIBA Rnd front Nick 
Wates, interviewed them all, and 
invited three to fcc-lenderon a brief. 
While I had been finalising the 
departmental brier it had become 
clear ilint the contracts management 
committee had grave doubts about a 
community architecture contract, 
The consultants' brief therefore 
imposed upon the community 
architect two clients, Lhe city council 
as owner and payer, and the tenants

At that time there was no 
preconception of the forms which 
Ihe design would take, the tenants 
were given a totally free hand. U did 
seem a formidable task, and I believe 
it may have been the first time that a 
local authority asked tenant-clients, 
through their community architect, 
to abide in detail with council 
procedures for spending public 
money. (Mistake No 3: Two clients 
are bad enough and 1 ought to have 
found some way to prevent them 
proliferating into four! The housing 
committee did not seeeye toeye with 
the contracts management com¬ 
mittee; and, on site, Individual 
tenants give entirely different 
responses from those put forward by 
their elected spokesman.) 

In briefing the community 
architect, I urged upon him a fast 

J irogramme, requiring him togel the 
ob on site within 10 months or 
appointment and to complete one 
year afterwards. This was in 
response to the department’s 
demand for action which would 
remedy a long-standing problem; 
and also to fit in with the cash-flow 
of Ihe city's housing Investment 
programme, which, you will know. 
Is required by the DoE to be planned 
on a year-by-year basis. (Mistake

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IT is a curiosity that the likelihood of 
people falling out increases In inverse 
proportion to the closeness of their 
relationship. If you meet people from, 
say, the same political party by chance, 
you will probably rub along well with 
them. I f you are in the same branch, there 
is a good chance you can’t stand theslght 
of them. There is not much point in liberty 
and equality if there is a pronounced 
absence of fraternity; indeed without the 
latter it Is unlikely that you will gel much 
of the former either. 

These thoughts are prompted by two 
news items. The first concerns that 
bastion of wealth and power the City of 
London, the second the “Building 
Communities" conference devoted to 
people entirely at the other end of the 
social scale.

Instead of grasping the opportunity to 
rid themselves of Lhe first elements of this 
behemoth, however, just over half of 
those present at a council meeting last 
week threw out the proposals. They were 
worried about the size of the scheme — 
this comment coming, mark you, from 
denizens of that domestically scaled 
addition to London's traditional village 
scene... the Barbican. 

The short-sightedness syndrome 
reared in another form In relation to the 
“Building Communities'’ conference, 
where major funding Initiatives will be 
launched lo help every variety of inner 
city and community aid body. So what 
happens? Shelter withdraws its support

I AM supporting Raymond

T believe Andrews, a realistic 
radical, will do this. I am 
concerned that Rod Hackney 
will not. Hackney is challenging, 
simultaneously, to he president 
of the International Union of 
Architects and RIBA president; 
declnring hostility to the insti¬ 
tute's staff; claiming that he will 
disband the Group of Eight and 
that he will reverse the decision 
(unanimous)ofthe RIBA Coun¬ 
cil to re-unite the Drawings 
Collection witli the library at 
Portland Place. 

Apart from the damage his 
pronouncements cause to the 
public image of the profession 


nnd tn the nmrulc uf the 
institute's Mull, such decisions 
arc not within the power of the 
president mid can only be made 
by tile free vote of the whole 
council. Hackney is well aware 
of this fact and this alone, in my 
opinion, renders him an unsuit¬ 
able candidate for the presi¬ 
dency of the RIBA. 

Andrews has madenoachiev- 
able declarations. His tempera¬ 
ment is uncomplicated and his 
attitudes relaxed. He is a person 
of effervescent enthusiasm, 
vitality and warmth. His spon¬ 
taneous sense of humour is 
tempered by a gravure about 
social issues and an almost 
Calvinist probity. 

He has a civilised presence 
and a dignity occasionally 
verging on pomposity which can 
also dissolve into self-ridicule 
and mirth. 

Above all he is a person of 
ideas. Never was this more 
evident thnn during the Festival 
of Architecture in 1984. Around 
himself he wove a web of over 
1,500 events — many his own 
idea — involving 3,000 RIBA 
[■^mbers throughout Britain. 
W[£h an apparently tireless 
casual good humour he dele¬ 
gated, discussed and cajoled 
enthusiasm out of some and 
sponsorship (over £1 million) 
out of others for spectaculars 
ranging from the famous Hamp- 
jj 11 ! Court Gala evening, to the 
RIBA open house week ( 11,000 
visitors), to the travelling Scot¬ 
tish Style Exhibition. 

Despite the amount oftime he 

has given to the RIBA in recent 


years he has remained a practis¬ 
ing architect and has, with his 
partners, won two competi¬ 
tions and nine awards for work, 
predominantly concerned with 
housing. 

He was a keen member of the 
leant which three and a half 
years ago set out with me to 
revitalise the administration 
and the finances of the RIBA 
over a five-year period. The 
financial target was to reduce 
the proportion of subscription 
income from 80 per cent to a 
total of 50 per cent during the 
period by entrepreneurial activi¬ 
ties; to rearrange the depart¬ 
mental and staffing structure at 
the headquarters; to move the 
companies to separate accom¬ 


modation and to reunite the 
drawings and library nt Port¬ 
land Place. This work is well in 
hand. 

There have been no peremp¬ 
tory sackings —management is 
a business of suiting people to 
(asks and raising morale and job 
satisfaction. Bullying destroys 
morale and efficiency. The 
RIBA now takes £600,000 per 
annum on room letting fees, 
events and grants. Itscompanies 
now make profits of over 
£600,000 per annum. Our in¬ 
crease targets have been met. 

Other improvements in the 
|ast three years include increas¬ 
ing the regional budget from 
£334,000 to £425,000, providing 
six regions with computers 


More views on 
the election 

From Professor Christopher 
Filey, Nottingham University 
I WAS pleased to read David 
Rock’s appraisal of Rod Hack¬ 
ney s bid for the presidency 
(November 7) although It is a 
pily that in other quarters the 
contest is becoming too per¬ 
sonal. This does no good for the 
institute, nor does it enhance the 
reputations of the candidates. 

There is a desperate need for 
the RIBA to recapture the 
respect of current and future 
generations of architects. Larry 
Rolland has conducted his 
presidency with stature but has 
been surrounded with turbu¬ 
lence^ through which it is 


attracting and £120.000 .spon¬ 
sorship fur the awards scheme 
from Marlcy Roofing. 

Andrews is one of those most 
active in preparing the RIB A for 
the next century. This is more 
difficult but more constructive 
than side-line barracking. 

The RI BA is proha bly t lie best 
institute of its kind in the world. 
Bruce Grnhnin (senior partner 
of SOM) said to 1,500 people m 
Chicago’s Ncocon in 1984: "I 
am a member or the AIA a nd t he 
RIBA and the RIBA does more 
for its members thnn the AIA 
has even begun to think abonl”.

'Crass, ugly' 
development

l WAS pleased to see Tony 
Aldous’s report on the objec¬ 
tions to Building Design Part¬ 
nership's redevelopment sch¬ 
eme for Lancaster (October 31). 
It's about time this particular 
scandal reared its head in the 
building press and it cannot be 
allowed to pass without com¬ 
ment. 

Lancaster is an historic city 
with exceptionally fine build¬ 
ings and a (so far) well pre¬ 
served urban fabric. This is the 
envy of many more unfortunate 
cities of this size which have 
suffered from crass and ugly 
shopping redevelopments. A 
city of this size needs extremely 
sensitive design proposals that 
take full account of the existing 
buildings. 

As ever, in the case of 
Lancaster, the planners and 
architects responsible for the 
current proposals have their 
heads in the sand nnd refuse to 
acknowledge the vast body of 
public opinion that is against the 
proposals. A petition with no 
less than 36,000 signatures 
objecting to the re-siting of the 
central market was pooh-DOohed 
by councillors and planners 
alike. This may seem fairly par 
for the course until one realises 
that the actual household popu¬ 
lation of the city is only 50,000. 
A fresh petition which con¬ 
demns revised proposals has 
already attracted nearly 10,000 
signatures in a matter of weeks. 
Surely such obvious strength of 
feeling deserves genuine con¬ 
sideration? 

As for the proposals them¬ 
selves, I note with interest that 
the recently opened shopping 
centre in Preston, which will 
supposedly deprive Lancaster of 
its shoppers, is already strug¬ 
gling only weeks after it has 
opened, with a major superstore 
threatening to close due to bad 
trade. BDP would do well to 
look in it’s own backyard to see 
just how "successful” shopping 
centres are in a depression when 
most people are having to spend 
less not more, and shopping is 
developed for the benefit of 
developers only.

Sadly there was little design 
input until late in the process (it 
would have been nice if the site 
sloped south instead of north). 
The area next to the town centre 
was completed last, and so for 
this reason alone received most 
attention. 

But the options were in¬ 
creased by the chance to use 
some 300,000cu m of arisings 
from the north-east Primary 
Road contact, just across the 
M54, available in 1980. 

The main aim was to replace 
the bland convexity of the 
terrain visible from ihe town 
centre with a definite ridge on 
the skyline, which with planting 
should rise above intervening 
development. 

Proposed roads and foot¬ 
paths, bridges and roundabouts 
were integrated into the land 
form.providingaseriesofridges 
and valleys which swell up totlie 
cone-shaped hill that dominates 
theM54 to the north. 

What the eventual fate is to be 


for Old Park I have no idea — 
bill I hope it will not be wall-to- 
wall “executive houses for the 
discerning", but something that 
compliments the dramatic 
forms created.

From Richard Cass 
FOLLOWING Philip Cave's 
article (November 7) describing 
the Urban Design Group's talk 
on garden festivals, I fee! I must 
correct the impression given in 
the article, and elsewhere, that 
there was no long-term de¬ 
velopment planned for the site 
after the Liverpool Garden 
Festival was over. 

The Merseyside Develop¬ 
ment Corporation’s initial 
development strategy, ap¬ 
proved in Ihe summer of 1981 
before the decision by Michael 
Hcseltine to proceed with the 
garden festival, clearly identi¬ 
fied the future development of 
the site as a mixture of open 
space, industry and housing, 
with a new spine road giving 
access into the South Dock 
estate, itself a major nren of 
dereliction scheduled for re¬ 
development. 

My brief, as leader of the 
riverside reclamation team, 
was to plan, reclaim nnd provide 
the infrastructure to put this 
strategy into practice. The 
garden festival meant that we 
Had a year less to do the job, and 
pmgrcntcrcmphnsisoiiiliciiccd 
(o provide an effective land¬ 
scape structure for the lOOhn 
site, which had very serious 
dereliction problems.

She has ad¬ 
dressed h conference in Canada 
at the invitation of Jane Jacobs, 
who inspired many of her own 
ideas, and in Strasburg, where 
the subject was design and the 
prevention of crime. In Ual-

entitled “Utopia on Trial" and 
Dr Coleman found delegates 
from Sweden, West Germany, 
Holland itself and — surpris¬ 
ingly — Poland, all warmly 
agreeing with her analysis. 

Closer to home, she continues 
to advise councils on specific 
estates and, following a meeting 
in October with housing mini¬ 
ster John Patten and a well- 
attended fringe meeting at the 
Conservative Party Conference, 
Coleman is beginning to be a 
little more optimistic that her 
message is getting through. 

Currently on her books are 
problem estates like the huge 
Ferricrs Estate, Greenwich, 
where she surprised the coun¬ 
cil and its field workers by 
gaining the support of (he

I tenants who had the reputation 
of being "awkward". 

She has even managed to get 
tenant agreement to add new 
housing on the estate's "con¬ 
fused spaces": some of the 
squares, unused garages and 
even areas previously ear¬ 
marked for children and play, 
which she has warned them 
would not work. 

Visits to Thamesmead have 
revealed to her serious design 
problems about which she has 
written to Clive Thornton, 
chairman of the locally-elected 
trust which now runs the town. 

Coleman is normally reluc¬ 
tant to recommend even partial 
demolition as a cure for housing 
ills, as she is well aware of 
the current financial mood 
and the limited resources. 
However, when she took a close 
look at Belfast's Divis Flats last 
year, she could come to no other 
conclusion. 

The Coleman Design Disad- 
vantagemenl Survey took place 
in the autumn of 1985. Her team 
found 10 blocks with nofencing, 
and open grounds "flowing 
among them". No fewer than 
16 escape/access points were 
found, making the estate very 
vulnerable to use as a shortcur 
and escape route for outsiders, 
including criminals, and the 
play areas were found to have 
become focal points for gang 
activities. 

Making matters worse, the 10 
blocks are linked by overhead 
walkways, "so that anyone with 
access to one building has access 
to them ail. This is the design 
variable that has proved to 
maximise the spread of crime 
from block to block, and it 
compounds its malign effects by 
increasing other kinds of escape 
routes. All 19exitsandall 16lifis 
and staircases are made acces¬ 
sible from every block".

Divis was also found to have 
the } longest corridors obser¬ 
ved anywhere, serving up to 70 
dwellings, making It virtually 
impossible for tenants to know 
who is and who is not a 
neighbour. 

Worse still, the corridors are 
located on the inner side of the 
blocks instead of the street side, 
giving intruders added protec¬ 
tion. 

The number of dwellings per 
block ranges from 21 to 155, far 
above the Coleman maximum 
of 12. And while 80 have 
separate front doors on the 
ground floor, the remaining 459 
flats can be reached from vir¬ 
tually anywhere on the estate via 

the walkways and corridors. 

In terms of design disad- 
vantagement. the total for Divis

was found to average 15.3outof 
a maximum 16. “which is well 
within the I per cent worst in 
the country, and can only be 
described as horrific". Not sur¬ 
prisingly, the recorded inci¬ 
dence of litter, graffiti, vandal¬ 
ism, urine and faeces compared 
with the worst that Liverpool 
had to offer, were far above the 
sample averages collected dur¬ 
ing the Utopia on TYial research. 

When drawing her conclu¬ 
sion, Coleman listed four op¬ 
tions. Inaction, she said, would 
cause further deterioration, 
but would not be as bad as 
taking up the DoE's preferred 
option, so-called improvement 
through restoration. This plan 
was based on demolishing two 
blocks as a sop to the tenants, 
and refurbishing the remaining 
blocks with no design changes. 
This Coleman described as “a 
sheer waste of public money", 
which would add to theprobiem 
because the smallest blocks 
would be demolished and their 
tenants rehoused in worse ones. 

, “In human terms, therefore, 
improvement through restora¬ 
tion is worse than inaction, as 
the latter at least leaves other 
options open, while the former 
exhausts available funds and 
locks people into an estate which 
they are desperate to escape. The 
DoE advisers who planned this 
scheme must be deaf to human 
misery and totally lacking in 
compassion." 

Coleman then looked at the 
third option, design improve¬ 
ment, and noted its partial 
successes in Lisson Green 
(where crime was halved by 
removing walkways) and Lea 
View, Hackney, where design 
reductions of the score from 
nine to 4.5 has eliminated 

burglaries completely in thepast 

two years. 

But in the case of Divis, 
Coleman was forced to conclude 
that even this could beawasteof 
money. "Design improve¬ 
ment," she said, "is most 
appropriate where the interior 
dwellings are well liked. This is 
not the case in Divis, where the 
flats are an abomination of 
gimmicky experiment. Maison¬ 
ettes rise above and/or sink 


below walkway level in a con¬ 
fusing variety of ways, with the 
result that some households 
adjoin six others, with six 
sources of noise blaring through 
the party walls, a leading cause 
of severe tension." 

The only solution she could 
back was demolition and re¬ 
building or the estate. Fol¬ 
lowing the research completion 
and report in January 1986, 
Coleman went to Belfast in 
May, where she addressed the 
public at the University of 
Belfast and then went to see the 
housing executive. 

She did not expect much joy 
from the executive, nor did she 
get it. Although she had had a 
useful meeting with the North¬ 
ern Ireland minister Richard 
Needham, all subsequent deal¬ 
ings with civil servants were 
heavily coloured bv the anti- 
Coleman paranoia of Marsham 
Street, which is only now 
beginning to evaporate slowly. 
She was told tlint the army and 
the RUC would never allow the 
demolition of Divis, as it was an 
essentinl part of their opera¬ 
tion.

More 
fortunately still, she had, over 
the course of producing Utopia 
on Trial, forged a good working

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Brian Edwards reports 
on a new office block 
in Glasgow's 
conservation area. 

GLASGOW’S architectural 
renaissance continues with 
the recent completion of a 
stylish office building for an 
eminent law firm in the city. 

Designed by the Boys Jarvis 
Partnership, the development is 
within the city centre con¬ 
servation area and makes a 
number of witty references to 
Glasgow's neo-classical past. 

The six-storey tower is part of 
a larger redevelopment which 
included replicating the original 
facade to Bath Street, thereby 
returning a whole city block to 
its appearance in 1833. The 
return elevation into West 
Campbell Street gave the archi¬ 
tects greater scope for in vent ion, 
though still within the con¬ 
servation area. The answer is a 
rather clever blcndi ng of old and 

new, with the tower infused wit h 
contextual cues and some from 
further afield. 

From Glasgow's Georgian 
architecture, of which Bath 
Street is a particularly fine, 
though at limes mauled, ex¬ 
ample, the architect John Boys 
has borrowed the pediment, the 
sash window and the square 

grid. He has re-applied the three, 
often with carefree disregard to 
convention, to produce a build-

mg which is lively, eye-catching 
and historically informed. The 
result isatowerwhichisnot only 
positioned half way between the 
Georgian gentility of Bath 
Street and the brashness of 
Sauchiehall Street, but which 
acts as an architectural bridge 
between the two. 

Towers attached to Georgian 
terraces pose particular prob¬ 
lems. Should the two be phy¬ 
sically joined, and if so how, and 
can the tower form seriously end 
a historic terrace? The architect 
solved the problem by metaphor 
and understatement. The pedi¬ 
ment on the terrace is reiter¬ 
ated in the tower, though as 
gesture, and similar signals are 
found in the fenestration. The 
rusticated base-course also 
helps and solves the problem of 
the steep street. But metaphor 
alone does not make a good 
building and it is the modern, or 
post-modern, conviction which 
holds the tower together. 

The building is concrete- 
framed and rather than clad the 
whole tower in stone fBlaxster 
ashlar blocks from North¬ 
umberland), the architects have 
treated the stonework as an 
ornamental lacing. Intentionally 
the corners have beenleflunclad 
to reveal modernist structure, 


and the central shaft ends with a 
marb e block, rather than u 
point load. The stone is used in a 
way that Sullivan would have

The glazing is smoked glass in 

anodised aluminium frames set 
as a small-scale grid. The right- 
angled grid suggests Glasgow's 
love ofthis form, exploited in the 
street layout of the early 19th 
century as well as much Mack¬ 
intosh decoration. 

The building dispenses with 
the normal arrangement of slab 
and suspended ceiling and uses 
instead expressed beams and 
coffered ceilings. As a result, the 
interiors arc richly modelled, 
almost animated, and the step¬ 
ped profile successfully intc- 
grates concealed lighting. Dis¬ 


pensing with suspended ceilings 
liberates the exterior skin of 
b ank panels and increases the 
play of solid ashlar against 
transparent envelope. 

The tower consists or office 
space for the firm of lawyers 
entered from Bath Street. The 
lop twostoreys are given overio 
conference and executive suites 
and enjoy spectacular views 
over the city.

“THE award is made in recognition of a significant attempt by a 
single individual to create a local centre of learning and building 
crafts by establishing, in the village of Bliong, in the district of 
Rahimyar Khan, Pakistan, a complex of buildings consisting at first 
of a small mosque, a madrassa, residential dormitories for students 
and visitors (above and below). All the infrastructure required to 
serve the complex, such as roads and irrigation channels, were also 
built by him for the use of the people. After some years the grand 
mosque was constructed. 

This tremendous effort ofRais Ghazi Mohammad extended over 
a period of nearly 50 years from 1930 to 19S0. He patronised and 
encouraged craftsmen and set up a workshop for their training. 

The buildings are of particular interest because of the skill with 
which the craftsmen have chosen and brought together vastly 
different materials and techniques— they have evolved a new kind of 
craftsmanship by choosing existing, manufactured elements and 
recombining them in original and judicious ways — a new kind of 
creativity using mass-produced elements to generate surprising 
meanings from new contexts nnd juxtaposit ions. 

In giving the award to this building complex the jury wished to 
make an acknowledgement of the diversity that enriches society. 
Bhong enshrines and epitomizes the ‘popular’ taste in Pakistan 
with all its vigour, pride, tension and sentiment. Its use. and misuse, 
or signs and symbols express appropriate growing pains in 
transition, and yet mny prove significant for the future.

Unlit recently the state nf this, one of the three most important 
monuments of Islam, was a sorry one. Extensive alterations took 
place in the |950sand I960sinihe name oCrestoralion', which only 
resulted in the creation of adverse conditions. In particular, the 
dome of the mosque was reconstructed in concrete and recovered 
with anodized aluminium instead of the original ribbed lead 
sheeting. , 

Following explosions and fire in the mosque in 1969, which 
severely damaged the 14th century paintings, the limber 
construction of the inner dome and the aluminium external 
cladding, the al-Aqsa Mosque and Dome of the Rock Restoration 
Committee and the ICCROM in Rome undertook a programme of 
extensive conservation. 

From the technical point of view — taking into consideration the 
methodology, analytical precision, structural and constructional 
features, and criteria related to the principles of scientific restoration 
— most of the work is of very high quality (including the exterior 
works, mosaics, masonry work, windows, etc). The ribbed outer 
covering of the dome was replaced in lead to match the original. 

In the course of conservation it was possible to bring to light the 
original painted decorations of the dome which were hidden under 
newer layers and which al the beginning seemed to be irreparably 
lost. Because of the religious significance of the building, of the 
repetitive nature of the decoration and of the significance of the 
calligraphic inscriptions, it was thought necessary to have a 
complete reconstruction of the paintings on the dome. The wooden 
inner dome construction was repaired, gaping holes closed with 
timber cladding, and a relief plastcrsurface to match the original was 
added. The missing paintings were executed using the ‘tratleggio’ 
technique, a complete and exact reconstruction using fine vertical 
lines to distinguish reconstructed areas from original ones."

"THE Yaama Mosque (right) is 
a vibrant expression or the total 
act of building. 

The community desired nnd 
was encouraged to achieve n 
splendid mosque that would be 
an appropriate rendering of 
their devotion to the Islamic 
faith. The architect, the mnster 
mason Falk6 Barmou, respon¬ 
ded to, as well as nourished, 
these requirements through the 
use of more advanced tech¬ 
niques and great originality. 
There is a manifest will to use 
traditional techniques in a 
creative mnnner, to experiment 
with them and to achieve results 
that induce a new awareness of 
their possibilities.

The lowers especially 
intrigued members of the jury, 
combining as they do structural 
logic and discipline with extra¬ 
ordinary creativeness: theausle- 
rely functional basis grows into 
a sculptural manifestation of 
freedom. 

In this architecture we do not 
see a 'primitive' aspect, but a 
primordial state of being in 
which men are umbilically 
bound to nature.

A turbulent decade 

Next week sees not only a major gathering of community architects, planners and designers at the 
4J Building Communities" conference but also the celebration of a decade of community 
architecture at Portland Place. 

The RIBA Community Architecture Group was born in 1976from seeds sewn in the late 1960s 
with such projects as SNAP (Shelter Neighbourhood Action Project), by resident architects David 
Wilkinson and Tom Clay, and in the early 70s with Ralph Erskine's Byker in Newcastle and 
Rod Hackney's Black Road in Macclesfield. 

The exact parenthood of CAG is uncertain but unwitting fathers such as Walter Gundrey, editor 
of the RIBA Journal in 1971, talked of the RIBA setting up a "sort of Citizens Advice Bureau of the 
Environment" and in 1973 new president Fred Pooley mentions "community architecture" in his 
inauguraladdress. 

Over the past 10years the RIBA has recognised, however reluctantly, the immense importance 
of the "bottom up" approach. In this introduction to a 10-page report, Jim Sneddon and lan Finlay 
chart CAG*s progress from a small fringe group to centre stage at Portland Place.

TH E Design Participation & 
Resources Unit is a com¬ 
munity architecture initiat¬ 
ive by Welsh School of 
Architecture tutors, John 
Carlerand Bob Fowles. 

Their aims are to promote the 
participation of user-clients in 
design; encourage environ¬ 
mental and resource conscious¬ 
ness; explore emerging roles for 
architects — as enablers, facil¬ 
itators and educators; and 
broaden the community base of 
the Welsh School. 

The idea for the unit stems 
from a series of student projects 
conducted by Carter and Fowles 
during 1984 and 1985. In these 
projects, students participated 
in the design of community 
buildings with user-client 
groups, and studied the utili¬ 
sation of local resources of 
building materials and energy 
supplies. 

One such project was inspired 
and jointly tutored by architect 


David Lea. Over a period of 10 
weeks, students produced a 
regional resource study for the 
Glaslyn and Dwyryd Valleys in 
Gwynedd, and design proposals 
for a community sports hall for 
the people of Blaenau Ffest¬ 
iniog- Students' display panels 
were exhibited at a number of 
locations in the area in an 
attempt to promote ideas of 
greater regional autonomy, 
through the development of an 
architecture which makes use of 
local physical, social and cult¬ 
ural resources. In addition, 
working with the Blaenau 
Ffestiniog Community Centre 
management committee, stud¬ 
ents produced a range of design 
proposals for the conversion of a 
school into a community centre, 
with a new sports hall alongside. 

Nearer to the unit’s home base 
in Cardiff, second-year sutdents 
worked with Cardiff and the 
Vale Co-operative Develop¬ 
ment Agency and a number of 
workers' co-operatives to pro- 
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duce design ideas for workshop 
accommodation and support 
facilities for fledgling workers’ 
co-operatives. Feasibility stud¬ 
ies were prepared for two sites in 
Cardiff and these studies arc 
currently being used by the Co¬ 
operative Development Agency 
in an attempt to gain support 
and financial backing. 

Carter and Fowles are now 
exploring the broader issues of 
the relationship between “uni¬ 
versity and community”. Dis¬ 
cussions with regional members 
of the Association of Commun¬ 
ity Technical Aid Centres 
(ACTAC), namely Community 
Design Service in Cardiff, 
Community Design for Gwent 
in Newport and Community 
Technical Aid West (Com 
TAW) in the Forest of Dean, 
suggest a number of areas for co¬ 
operation which satisfy educa¬ 
tional objectives and benefit 
community groups. Clearly, a 
duplication of the services 
provided by ACTAC is not 


intended. One role for the unin, 
suggested by their work u\ 
students in the earlier years-^ 
the BsC in architectural 
course and with comnuui;, 
groups. This has convinccj 
them that both students ad 
user-clients, share comma 
experiences and confront c&:- 
mon problems. 

In short, they are “buk 
designers”.

This hud been prepared by a 
multi-disciplinary project team 
which included two represent¬ 
atives of the Community Heal Lit 
Council, set up in 1974 to 
represent local people's views in 
the health service, and general 
practitioners, nurses, planner, 
administrator, physiotherapist 
and occupational therapist. 

The CHCliad found out what 
local people wanted from a 
house-to-house survey, inter¬ 
views with specific groups (eg 
elderly people and mothers with 
voung children), with health 
professionals teg general prac¬ 
titioners, district nurses and 
home helps), and from public 
meetings attended by 150-200 
people. 

A videotape of a community 
hospital in the country had also 
been made and shown to local 
groups to get their reaction. In 
addition, the CHC had con¬ 
siderable knowledge of local 
people’s views through its 
membership and from the 
enquiries and complaints (about 
1,000 per year) made i n t he CH C 
shop front. The council sec¬ 
retary had a background in 
community medicine, social 
administration and medical 
sociology. 

Among the critical points to 
emerge from the CHC work 
were: people wanted n hospital 
that was friendly, small, within 
walking distance, which they 
still regarded as “theirs". The 
old Lanibeth Hospital had been 
a local place where you could go 
without getting dressed up, 
where you could meet familiar 
faces and where the doctors 
drank in the local pub. The 
community hospital on the 
videotape was described by one 
old man as "a home from 
home". The CHC knew that 
people had problems in other 
hospitals: they got Iosl, they 
could not always find people to 
help them, the air-conditioning 
broke down and often felt cold, 
internal rooms were gloomy and 
claustrophobic. 

The CHC also knew of the 
strengths of other hospitals, 
such as the importance of a main

corridor for bumping into 
people. Trees and flowers were 
important: one lady had sent 
money to the CHC for a silver 
birch to be planted at Lambeth 
Hospital because her mother 
had enjoyed looking at a tree 
from her hospital bed and 
people in the survey had asked 
for open space: “a lung for us to 
breathe”. 

From its shopfront work, the 
CHC knew that some people 
liked privacy in a single room. 
Others liked to have company 
on an open ward. People com¬ 
plained if doctors treated them 
in a distant way. 

The CHC representatives 
voiced these views at project 
team meetings and the design 
was presented at a public 
meeting and at discussions with 
local groups. The design shows 
that the architects listened: the 
building isdomestic in scale with 
the ward upstairs and the day 
unit downstairs: people talk 
about upstairs and downstairs 
as you would at home. It is light 
and airy: natural light, with 
windows and doors that people 
can open and close Lhemselves. 
There are curtains on the 
windows. There is a main 
corridor with seats in alcoves 
where people meet and stop to 
chat. You immediately get to the 
reception desk on arrival. It is 
impossible for doctors to sit on 
one side of the desk. There is an 
internal greenhouse on two 
floors and the building looks on 
to a south-facing garden. 

What the CHC represent¬ 
atives did not have was the 
architect's and their associates' 
imagination and the technical 
knowledge to achieve these 
things: the building is better 
than we could ever have imag- 



RESPONSIBILITY for the 
evolution of grass-roots neigh¬ 
bourhood development has its 

K roblems, especially when 
ased in a small Victorian 
mortuary. As new life begins to 
express Itself through many 
different forms of activity so the 
old mortuary building becomes 
totally inappropriate. 

We began a search for more 
adequate premises or land for a 
new-build, back In 1983, and by 
April 1985 various discussions had 
taken place resulting In the 
possibility of land becoming 
available through the London 
Docklands Development Corpor¬ 
ation. We needed an architect. 

In the period preceeding this 
time life was becoming Increas¬ 
ingly difficult Tor my colleagues 
due to our expansion, so It was only 
natural that they should complain. 
My basic response was “Fine, if 
this environment is aprobiem, what 
would your Ideal environment be? If 
a conversion or even a new building 
were to materialise, why should it 
not Incorporate your thoughts and 
experience?" 

Gradually, In different ways and 
at different times, thoughts were 
exchanged concerning the design of 
more appropriate facilities for 
music, dance, theatre, sport science 
and technology, Also about how 
these facilities could combine 
naturally to complement others for 
the provision of health care, and the 
continued development of our pre- 
school, youth and elderly activity 
programmes. 

All of this generated hope and a 
certain excitement, yet underneath 
1 still sensed a feeling of disbelief; 
“This Isn’t for real, this is Just 
another nice Idea that won’t really 
come to pass. ‘They’ design and 
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joyable experience, Tbcir com¬ 
fortable environment and good 
food were a great help but dldnrt the 
. exercise show up a lot of interstaff 
tensions!"; “For me It was lots of 
people coming together and speak¬ 
ing different languages with two 
very good interpreters present"; “I 
felt this type of meeting was a must 
for any type of development.” "The 
meeting stimulated me Into 
attempting to draw up some plans 
and drawings of the type of housing 
I felt would be suitable. I felt they 
took a great Interest In my efforts, 
good or bad as they may have 
been." 

“More discussions should take 
place with the people that would 
live in or use the saidfacilities at the 
very early stages"; “Found the 
meeting very stimulating”. 

Since that day many thoughts 
have gone on In my mind con¬ 
cerning the role that the architect 
could perform in encouraging 
healthy neighbourhood develop¬ 
ment. The Implications of this way 
of working are enormous and 
cannot be gone Into here, hut does 
anybody reallv want healthy 
neighbourhood development? 


The internal greenhouse is 
a sunny, open place where 
patients sit with their relatives 
and feel that they are “outside 1 ’. 
The sitting out area on the first 
floor is like the sun-deck on a 
ship. There are little jokes; the 
"barber’s pole" at the entrance 
and the steps which go down 
outside from internal steps 
going up in the physiotherapy 
department, which is on the 
ground floor! The seminar room 
is a quiet place to be, slightly set 
apart from the rest of the 
activity. The doors have handles 
which can be pushed or pulled if 
you are standing or in a wheel¬ 
chair and the services are h idden 
behind attractive panels.

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ONI: of the Community 
Architecture Group's most 
successful initiatives was to 
set up the Community Pro¬ 
jects Fund in 1982. 

Since then the fund has 
enabled many community 
groups io get building projects 
off the ground, by providing 
small grants to pay for half the 
cost of the feasibility study. 
Community groups have bene¬ 
fited from having their propo¬ 
sals drawn up in a professional 
way. so that the project stands a 
belter chance of success, parti¬ 
cularly in obtaining funding. 

The progress achieved by the 
fund can be seen in the increase 
of its DoE funding from an 
inititial £12.000 in 1982/3. to 
£49.275 in 1986/7. 

A cont ribut ion of £ 10,000 wa s 
also obtained from the Deve¬ 
lopment Commission Iasi year, 
to help fund rurul projects,and it 
is hoped that it will be repeated 
this year. The RI DA matches the 
DoE's money, partly by cover¬ 
ing administration costs. In 
many cases, to cover the other 
half of the cost of the feasibility 
study, architects voluntarily 
give their lime free to the 
community group. 


Funding the grassroots 

in ciudv. and the project 


It is important t«» ensure that 
grants arc directed to where they 
can be of must use. Policy is 
therefore to make sure that 
projects really do lulfil a com¬ 
munity need, and that the 
group does not have other 
financial resources to pay for the 
feasibility study. An important 
role in assessing applications is 
played by the network of 
community architecture regio¬ 
nal co-ordinators,established by 
CAG, who contact the commu¬ 
nity groups to find out more 
about the project and. if neces¬ 
sary. make a visit. The local 
knowledge of the co-ordinators, 
who make a recommendation 
on each application, has proved 
extremely valuable. A final 
decision whether to award a 
grant is made by a panel from 
CAG. 

Schemes vary in sire from 
small extensions to large impro¬ 
vement schemes. Construction 
costs rnngebelwcen£10,000and 
£300.000, with just n few sche¬ 
mes going much higher. Com¬ 
munity groups have succeeded 


in obtaining further funding 
from a number of sources, 
principally local authorities, the 
MSC, trusts, charities and the 
Housing Corporation. Great 
diversity can also be seen in the 
range of community groups that 
have obtained grants. To give a 
few examples, grants have been 
given to church groups, environ¬ 
mental trusts, small business 
centres and groups of unem¬ 
ployed people. 

An analysis carried out in 
1985 showed that the spread of 
projects is predominantly in 
inner-city areas in places such as 
London, Liverpool, Newcastle, 
Birmingham and Bristol. The 
remainder are scattered fairly 
evenly throughout the rest of the 
country. The fund operates only 
in England, but in Scotland a 
group of agencies, including the 
RIAS. is hoping to launch a 
similar scheme later this year. 

A couple of examples can give 
some idea of how a community 
group can benefit from an RIBA 
grant. Clapham Action for 
Voluntary Education used a 


gram in 1983 for a project to 
convert a chapel for use as a 
tuition and recreation centre lor 
young unemployed young peo¬ 
ple. CAVE succeeded in getting 
funding —■ mainly from the 
Lambeth inner city programme 
— to enable the building to go 
ahead. Support Community 
Building Design were the archi¬ 
tects involved. 

The Swythamley & Heaton 
Centre, Staffordshire, is an 
example of a rural project 
funded by the Community 
Projects Fund. The local com¬ 
munity in Heaton had acquired 
a disused school for use as a 
village hall, but the building was 
inadequate to meet all the local 
community’s needs. The Devel¬ 
opment Commission was wil¬ 
ling to provide some capital 
funding it it could be shown that 
the scheme was viable. An RIBA 
grant to the hall management 
commit tec enabled a local 
architectural practice, Dobson 
Chapman & Partners, in Mac¬ 
clesfield, to carry out the 
essential preliminary feasibility

This con¬ 
sortium ofvoluntary groups and 
professional institutes — inclu¬ 
ding the RIBA — aims to raise 
money from both public and 
private sectors for a National 
Community Aid Fund, 10 be 
launched at the Building Com¬ 
munities conference. The 
National Community Aid 
Fund, which will be admini¬ 
stered through local "partner¬ 
ships" of representative organi¬ 
sations, will enable commu¬ 
nity groups to obtain profes¬ 
sional and technical advice.

"MOST of us round here are 
on the dole, the last mill’s 
closed, those shops that are 
still open are becoming 
shoddy and the council has 
gone bust." 

Words spoken by a future 
client of an architect? Yes. it 
really did happen. Ten years 
after community architecture 
moved into this typical run¬ 
down inner city area, total 
revitalisation has now taken 
place.

Gainful employ¬ 
ment is, in fact, on the very 
projects which are being carried 
out. Not only are the residents 
getting new homes and new 
working conditions, but they 
themselves are doing the work. 

"The impossible has hap¬ 
pened; we never thought i t cou I d 


be done." 

Residents slowly learned the 
bnsic skills of survival in wlint. 
on the outside, looked like a 
totally hopeless situation. Not 
only is the environment and 
building fabric repaired hut 
people’s lives arc given a new 
boost. Most importantly, there 
is a renaissance of the spirit —a 
truly remarkable turn of the 
tide. 

Community architecture 
creates wealth for those ordin¬ 
ary people who participate in it. 
From slow and rather cumber¬ 
some beginnings, a team spirit is 
built up, r sense of belonging 
created, enthusiasm tapped and 
allowed to prosper and a posi¬ 
tive aroma of enterprise blos¬ 
soms. Tlie local authority finds 
it has a new lease of life; it starts 
to make things happen and even 
the once very sceptical financial 
institutions quickly tear up their

Concrete repairs 


1 HE Iasi year has seen councils in 
London and elsewhere employing 
to nir actors to demolish lower 
bk*»;lcs in their boroughs, often at a 
higher price than the original cost 
uf construction. 

Damp ingress problems through 
had joints, porous materials, poor 
detailing and inadequate heating 
are common. More dangerously 
the corrosion or omission of 
reinforcing steel and bolted 
connections has led in lumps of 
concrete fnlling to the ground or 
even partial collapse.
